TO  CITIZENS  OF  CHICAGO 


THE  ILLINOIS  SUPREME  COURT  filed  a  decision  on  February  22, 
1922  (302  111.  422),  holding  that  the  Chicago  "department  of  health" 
was  not  authorized  by  statute,  and  that  the  "commissioner  of  health" 
had  no  authority,  therefore,  "to  determine  when  a  contagious  and  infec- 
tious disease  exists,"  nor  "to  testablish  a  quarantine." 

Herman  N.  Bundesen  at  the  time  held  the  office  of  commissioner 
of  health,  and  from  that  date  to  the  present  (August  1923)  he  has,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  Supreme  Court,  continuously  usurped  the  functions  of  a 
legal  board  of  health. 

Although  he  and  his  "department"  of  subordinates  are  thus  without 
legal  authority  even  to  quarantine  a  case  of  measles  or  to  determine  the 
existence  of  a  single  case  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  he  and 
they  have  unlawfully  "determined"  and  quarantined,  since  that  decision, 
approximately  100,000  cases  which  he  has  alleged  to  be  infectious  or 
contagious. 

In  other  particulars  he  has  unlawfully  exercised  the  legitimate  func- 
tions of  a  board  of  health.  Besides  this,  he  has  gone  beyond  what  are 
probably  the  legal  powers  of  such  boards,  because  certainly  beyond  the 
bounds  of  reason  and  human  rights.  For  example,  he  has  seized  persons 
whom  he  suspects  of  harboring  contagion,  has  forced  upon  them  tests, 
and  on  the  verdict  of  such  tests  has  forced  treatment,  although  both 
tests  and  treatment  are  held  in  serious  question  by  numbers  of 
physicians,  and  the  treatment  is  regarded  by  many  persons  as  more 
dangerous  than  the  disease  itself.  Persons  out  of  health,  yet  able  to  care 
for  their  families,  he  has  forcibly  abducted  from  their  homes  and  con- 
fined as  prisoners  in  hospitals.  On  the  strength  of  one  or  two  cases  "de- 
termined'' by  him  or  his  agents  to  be  smallpox,  he  has  unlawfully  caused 
neighboring  schoo-s  to  exclude  from  attendance  their  unvaccinated  chil- 
dren and  teachers — i.  e.  those  uncontaminated  with  calf-pus.  He  has  un- 
dertaken to  try  to  stop  dis«ase  by  a  process  that  would  (if  it  succeeded) 
make  vice  comfortable  and  safe. 

In  his  many  unreasonable,  arbitrary,  and  even  cruel,  acts,  as  well  as 
in  bis  utter  disregard  of  the  law  of  the  State  as  interpreted  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  Herman  N.  Bundesen  has  proved  himself  unfit  to  serve 
in  any  capacity  en  the  Chicago  Board  of  Health,  when  such  beard  shall 
be  created,  and  the  fact  that  he  has  not  yet  received  appointment  reflects 
credit  on  the  present  city  government.

Disease  poisons  are  forced  into  the  bodies  of  men,  women 
and  children,  tainting  all  and  crippling  and  killing  some. 

Citizens  are  seized  without  warrant  of  law,  are  by  violence 
and  intimidation  forced  to  submit  to  tests  invented  by  said  doc- 
tors, and  their  liberty  thereafter  is  held  at  the  mercy  of  said 
doctors. 

Citizens  thus  seized  and  held  are  subjected  to  drastic  and 
dangerous  treatment  that  always  impairs  health  and  inevitably 
shortens  life. 

Unspeakable  indignities  are  inflicted  upon  citizens  on  the 
mere  suspicion  of  official  doctors. 

Persons  suffering  or  alleged  to  be  suffering  with  tubercu- 
losis are  harassed  and  hounded,  mothers  are  torn  from  their 
families,  the  babe  is  wrested  from  its  mother's  arms,  the  homes 
thus  invaded  are  broken  up  and  scattered,  and  the  anguish  of 
mind  inflicted  upon  these  sufferers  adds  to  the  horrors  of  disease 
and  lessens  the  chance  of  recovery. 

Our  public  schools  are  invaded,  and  not  content  with  pois- 
oning the  bodies  of  our  young  people,  official  doctors  and  their 
tools  the  so-called  school  or  public  health  nurses  poison  the 
minds  of  our  children,  instilling  fear  and  a  dependence  upon 
vaccines  and  serums  to  ward  off  the  attacks  of  an  imaginary 
disease  germ,  which  is  depicted  before  the  impressionable  child 
as  a  hideous  monster  more  dangerous  than  the  wild  beast  of 
the  jungle. 

Countless  numbers  of  the  lower  animals,  including  the 
three    great  friends  of  man,  the  dog,  the  horse  and  the  cow,  are 
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Wliilo  the  world  war  was  on  there  un(loul)tpill.v 
was  a  need  for  many  drastic  rules  whidi  were 
put  into  force  by  health  authorities  because  the 
efficiency  of  the  nation's  man  power  was  at  stake. 
The  war  is  over,  and  now  we  should  return  as 
nearly  as  is  possible  to  normal.  Certainly  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  which  grant.- 
freedom  from  oppression  to  alV  should  be  lived  up 
to,  and  oppressive  health  laws  or  health  regula- 
tions that  were  put  in  force  during  the  emergency 
should  now  be  rescinded  or  repealed. 

I  feel  that  many  an  injustice  was  done  during 
the  war  which  I  excuse  because  of  the  exigencies 
of  impending  disaster  which  controlled  the  mind'^ 
of  all  of  us. 

'  Too  much  stress  is  being  put  on  the  dangeiv 
of  venereal  diseases  by  health  officers  who  pay 
no  attention  to  the  time  when  the  disease  was 
contracted  or  whether  it  may  be  active  or  chronic 
at  the  time  of  examination.  Especially  is  this 
true  of  syphilis.  Many  found  to  be  suffering 
from  this  disease  are  not  in  an  infective  state, 
but  are  suffering  from  the  end  results  of  the 
disease  rather  than  from  the  disease  itself.    I  am

The  infringement  of  personal  liberty  by 
the  medical  profession  is  steadily  increasing 
and  before  very  long  the  only  persons  out- 
side of  graves,  jails,  asylums  and  hospitals 
will  be  doctors,  nurses,  undertakers  and  po- 
licemen. 

Alphonze  Cotils,  a  robust  Belgian  baker 
of  New  York  City,  enjoying  rosy  cheeks 
and  the  best  of  health,  was  recently  for- 
bidden by  the  Board  of  Health  to  enter  his 
own  bakeshop  because  eighteen  years  ago 
he  had  typhoid  fever.  As  he  refused  to* 
obey  this  equitable  order  he  was  arrested 
and  tried  before  an  enlightened  Municipal 
Court  judge,  who,  drawing  inspiration  from 
the  spirit  of  '76,  ruled  that  Cotils  must  keep 
away  from  his  bakeshop,  refrain  from  han- 
dling breadstufis  and  must  not  even  sit  at 
his  cash  register  and  make  change  for  cus- 
tomers. During  the  trial,  which  might  more 
appropriately  have  been  held  at  Rouen  or  at 
Salem,  it  developed  that  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  persons  are  now  branded  by  the 
doctors  as  typhoid  "carriers,"  kept  under 
surveillance  and  regularly  inspected. 

Nor  is  the  "carrier"  verdict  restricted  to 
those  who  harbor  typhoid  germs.  In  Le- 
banon, Pa.,  there  recently  occurred  several 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  among  them  eight 
children  in  two  families  belonging  to  a  re- 
ligious sect  calling  themselves  "Faith  Taber- 
nacle." The  members  of  this  sect  believe 
that  God  has  power  to  cure  all  diseases  and 
that  prayers  and  not  doctors  are  the  proper 
remedies.

Why    They're   For   Coclidjj© 

■Something  has  happened  T.'itliin  the  week  to 
emphasizs  the  real  rea^OE  why  President  CooUdgS 
possesses  the  confidence  of  the  people  and  '.vhy  they 
do  not  want  him  to  retire  from  the  high  position, 
which  he  holds.  In  some  quarters  it  has  been  «• 
plained  that  the  coijntry-  is  demanding  the  renomi- 
nation'  of  Calvin  Coolidge  because  it_b?l!eve3  that  his 
reelection  will  be  reassuring  to  business-  and'  indus- 
try and  will  be  a  mighty  factor  for  the  continuance 
^f  prosperity.  This  is  true,  but  there  js  a  larger 
reason  why  the  people  are  for  him.  It  is  because  of 
ti^e  Coolidge  genius  for  interpreting  aad  defending 

I         jatidmarks.and  traditions  of  American  govern. 

^I?nt  that  the  people  look  witii  apprehension  upon 
any  proposal  in  these  times  to  put  any  other  hand 
at  the  helm  of  American- administration. 

For  example,  on  every  hand  of  late  years  there 
kas  been  an  organizad  effort  to  centralize, governing 
powers  into  the  ■control  of  bureaucracies.  Cities 
and  counties  have  lost  their  home  rule  right  in  local 
government,  and  this  power  h.'s  been  delegated  to 
the  state.  By  the  same  token,  there  has  been  a 
subtile  movement  to  transfer  the  powers  of  state 
governments  to  federal  control.  The  one  clear 
voice  at  Washington  in  protest  against  this  per- 
version of  the  checks  and  balances  which  the  found- 
ers of  the  nation  imposed  for  protectioa  of  the  peo- 
ple has  been  that  of  Calvin  Coolidge. 

Yesterday  a  bill  was  brought  to  the  president's 
desk  which  in  the  name  of  "providing  for  the  co- 
ordination of  the  public  health  activities  of  the 
government,  and  for  other  purposes,"  undertook 
to  set  np  a  new  bureaucracy  with  power  in  many 
respects  independent  of  and  superior  to  those  of  the 
executive.  President  Coolidge  promptly  vetoed  the 
measure.  He  found  no  fault  with  some  of  the  meas- 
ures intended  by  the  bill,  but  he  would  not  stand 
for  a  further  centralization  of.  power  already  too 
far  advanced  for  the  good  of  the  republic.  His  vete 
message,  of  course,     was  /ignored  b.v'     most  of  the 
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jic\A  .spapers,  and  did  not:  receive  a  tithe  qf  th«  .at- 
tention from  tke  populace  that  was  lavisfiecl  u])on 
a  lightweight  prizefighter  iit  A'ew  Tork  nor  what 
ong  screamBr  defines  as  Babe  Kuth's  "thirtecnlli 
Inmer  tirgy!"  But  the  stand  taken  by  the  presi- 
dent was  no  less  wise  and  courageous.    He  said: 

"Thii  Act .  contravenes .  Section  2,  Article  2,  of  tha  '' 
Constiiation  c!  the.  United  States  in  that  it  creates  ci- 
fices  g;  the  U.nited  States  to  be  'illed  by  appointment 
by  the  president  with,  the  advice  and  consect  o£  the 
£en?;e,  and  at  the  same  time  not  only  li-Tiits  the  choice 
o£  appoi:ite<;5  to  such  onice:i  to  i^ersons  isho  possess 
the  qualifteatio:is  of  passing  e.n  cxan-Jiiatlon  cor.ductcd 
by  a  board  of  officers  oonvenecl  by  the  ."urgeon  General 
of  the  Public  Health  Service,  but  also  limits  the  ciioice 
among  individuals  possesising  sue;!  qualifications  to 
persons  w.ho  are  recommended  by  auch  board  and  by 
the  Surgeon  General;  thereby  attemptins  to  v?5t  in 
sucii  board  a;jd  In  the  Surgeon  General  participation 
in  the  executive  function  of  appointment  of  ofnc^rs  of 
the  United  States,  which  function  ciin  be  vest:d  in 
and  exercised  only  by  tiie  pre.'ldent  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  the  president  alone,  the 
courts  of  law.  end  heeds  of  departments.  I  am  not 
unmindful  of  the  primary  purpose  of  this  bill  to  co- 
ordinate the  public  health  activities  ef  tie  government, 
and  the  import£.nce  of  enlarging  the  facilities  of  the 
public  health  service  to  enable  it  to  deal  move  effectively 
with  federal  health  problems.  But  for  some  time  past 
there  has  been  a  definite  movement  among  various 
groups  of  sovemment  professioniil  :nd  scientific  eni- 
pl05,e»  tc'sard  militarization  of  their  respective  serv- 
ices, and  I  am  Impelled  to  oppose  thic  movement  from 
the  standpoint  of  both  cconomicE.1  .id!.iinistration  and 
public  policy.  From  an  cconom.'c  scandpfiint,  the  meth- 
od of  appelntmeht  of  the  civilia.T  personnel  shpuld  t'l 
such  that  the  force  of  government  employes  can  be  in- 
creased or  decreased  as  the  needs  of  the  service  or  con- 
dition of  the  treasury  mal^e  neccjiary.  But  more  im- 
portant, still,  I  do  not  believe  that  jiermanency  of  ap- 
pointjnent  of  those  engaged  in  tlie  professional  and 
scientific  activities  of  the  gox'emment  is  necessary  for 
progress  or  accomplishment  in  those  activities,  or  in 
keeping  with,  public  policy." 

This  message  came  upon,  the  heels  of  the  pi-^si- 
dent's  address  at  the  sesqui-centcnnial  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andovei;^  in  which  he  summoned  the 
patriotic  thought  and  strength  of  the  nation  to  de- 
fend civil-rights  derived  from  ihe  founders,  instead 
of  making  a  craven-  surrender  of  them.  These 
words  of  his  should  live : 

"Our  country  and  its  Goven-.ment  belongs  to  all  the 
people.  It  ought  not  to  be  under  the  dcminaticn  cf 
aji.y  one  clement  or  any  one  section.  For  it  to  fall 
under  the  entire  control  of  tlie  people  of  v  cr.lth  or  peo- 
ple of  poverty,  of  people  who  are  eniplOH'-'s  or  people 
-sho  are  wage-earners,  would  b'o  contrary  to  our  declared 
principles.  They  should  ail  be-  p.-^-rtakers  in  the  responsi- 
bilities end  benefits,  and  ail  bo  represented  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  govijmment.  Tl-iose  who  are  charged 
-Hrtlh  the  conduct  of  our  affairs  should  be  equally 
solicitous  for  the  welfare  of  all  localities  and  all  ciao:.es. 
There  should  be  no  outlaws  ana  no  favorites,  but  all 
should  be  beneficiaries  ,of  the  ccuimon  good  through  the 
discharge  of  coratiion  duties.  I?-,  these  days,  --.vhcn  there 
Is  so  large  an  amount,  of  .ieiegated  power,  the  danger 
increases. that  the  average  citizen  may  take  too  much  for 
granted.  Because  the  arfrars  of  his  country  have  been 
progressing  satiifactorily,  he  may  think  nothing  can 
change  their  course.  Such  is  not  the  case.  When  the 
country  makes  progress  it  is  oecause  some  one  gives  it 
careful  attention  and  direction,  and  because  the  people 
are  contented,  industrious  and  law-abiding,  and  ^s  a 
whole  are  discharging  their  duties  of  citizenship. 

■What  better  definition  could  be  made  cf  tic; 
spirit  of -free  government  and  the  rc-sponsibilitios 
of  citizenship?  .It  i;;  because  they  do  not.W'int-to 
lose  .the  leaderahip  of  a  man  whole  every  act  cf 
public  service  is  grounded  upon  this  rock  of  safe 
American  principles  that  the  people  will  insist  upon 
keeping  Calvin  Coolidge  in  the  White  House.  They 
are  all  the  more  per.suaded  to  this  course  \-hen  they 
look  over  the  assortment  of  mysteric-'  .nnd  appetites, 
the  traders  and  camp.follcwors  of  .jiie  counter  poli- 
tics, -i.-f-io  are  eitger-and  jf^iarrel-ionie  caiididafcs  for 
his  place. 
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Medical  liberty  is  as  vital  to  a  free  people  as  religious 
liberty,  and  should  be  as  complete  in  all  respects. 

We  recognize  the  right  and  duty  of  gavemment  to  en- 
force sanitary  regulations. 

We  deny  the  right  of  government  to  prder  one  school 
of  healing  over  another. 

Brief  Argument  for  Medical  Libo^  Plank 

The  institution  of  State  Medicine  has  grown  to  such  huge  proportions 
as  to  be  the  most  oppressive  feature  Americans  have  ever  had  to  deal  with. 
As  witness: — 

On  the  plea  of  the  public  health,  State  Medicine  continually  invokes  the 
police  power  to  compel  citizens  and  their  domestic  animals  to  take  its  pre- 
scriptions. It  thereby  nullifies  important  guaranties  in  the  Bill  of  Rights,  de- 
nying to  the  citizen  the  ownership  of  his  own  body  and  the  ownership  of  nif 
own  property.     This  is  at  once  human  slavery  and  confiscation  of  property. 

State   Medicine   restricts,    harasses  and   persecutes   practitioners    of   t»* 
healing  art  who  do  not  belong  or  conform  to  its  school,  as  State  Religion  "»• 
persecuted  her  heretics  in  the  past. 
'"'  For  these  monopolistic  and   discriminatory   "services,"   State   Mea>**" 

absorbs  millions  from  the  tax.  levies  annually. 

There  is  a  steadily  growing  resentment  toward  medical  tyranny  f  ^g„ 
cised  by  the  Government.  It  is  finding  voice  among  farmers  who  have  ^.^^j 
robbed  of  their  livestock  through  the  enforcement  of  a  sectarian  J"*  jj,  U 
theory.

This  thought  occurs  to  me  in  connection  with  appeals  and  complaints 
from  people  who  expect  "the  League,"  by  which  they  vaguely  imply 
the  central  office,  or  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  somebody  besides  them- 
selves, to  do  their  fighting  for  them. 

Organization,  with  everybody  striving  to  do  all  he  can  in  that  organ- 
ized effort,  is  what  WINS. 

National  organization  to  rid  the  country  of  a  Nation-wide  pest  with 
its  center  in  the  Nation's  capital  and  its  roots  in  a  nationally  organized 
A.  M.  A.,  is  the  prime  necessity  in  organization.  Everybody  whose 
opinion  is  worth  having  knows  it.  And  the  local  work  everywhere,  if 
done  in  an  orderly  and  successful  manner,  has  to  be  done  by  locals  (the

What  is  a  "quack?"  Medically  speaking  a  quack 
is  everyone  but  us,  the  regular  school  of  medi- 
cine. No  one  who  is  not  a  graduate  of  a  modern 
medical  school  is  free  from  the  odium  of  quack- 
ery, from  the  regular,  classical,  orthodox  stand- 
point.   Isn't  this  true? 

Let  us  put  the  definition  of  "quack"  a  little 
more  broadly,  not  limiting  it  to  outlawed  cults. 
From  the  broader  viewpoint  a  quack  Is  anyone  who 
pretends  to  be  something  which  he  is  not,  or  one 
who  i.>?  not  able  to  do  what  he  claims  to  do,  es- 
pecially if  he  takes  money  for  this  pretense. 

From  this  broader  view  how  many  of  us  are 
there  who  can  escape  the  suspicion  of  quackery? 

If  we  should  tell  the  absolute  truth  as  "we  see  it 
how  often  would  we  be  compelled  to  say  to  a 
patient:  "I  do  not  know  what  is  the  matter  with 
you,  and  not  knowing  this,  I  am  in  no  position  to 
treat  you  intelligently"? 

If  we  were  honest  how  many  patients  would  we 
have?  They  would  all  leave  us  for  the  quacks, 
and  we  would  be  left  holding  the  bag,  as  it  were. 
We  know  this,  and  all  unconsciously  we  are  com- 
pelled to  assume  an  air  of  wisdom  and  pronounce 
judgment  on  maladies  for  which  we  are  consulted, 
well  knowing  that  if  the  case  escape  us  and  go  to 
someone  else  our  opinion  is  in  danger,  for  it  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  if  a  case  is  not  perfectly 
plain  (and  most  cases  are  NOT  plain),  should  such 
case  go  to  a  hundred  different  regular,  well- 
informed  physicians  he  would  get  nearly  as  many 
different  diagnoses,  the  same  number  of  different 
prognoses,  and  still  more  different  plans  of  treat- 
ment. 

We  know  this,  I  say,  and  we  unconsciously  pro- 
tect ourselves  by  assuring  the  patient  positively 
that  we  understand  his  condition  very  well,  in  or- 
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nually.   We  propose  its  abolition.

Ii     -•*   The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  ORGAUIZE  THE  THOUGHT  OP  A  COMMUITITY.  This  can  te  most 
successfully  done  without  intruding  any  personality  into  the  work,  post  our  sticker 
"Refuse  and  R&sist"  daily.  Always  go  supplied  and  when  there  is  a  chance,  paste  one 
"upl  The  text  on  this  sticker  is  merely  a  call  to  return  to  the  Constitution,  to 
••:      cease  giving  help  to  medical  tyranny  "by  yielding  to  it.  It  appeals  to  good  Americans 
.'  ;^  :    This  sticker  was  a  factor  in  obtaining  the  famous  "Chicago  Ordinance." 

Select  as  many  outstanding  and  promising  local  people  as  you  can  take  care  of  with 
a  mailing  a  fortnight  for  six  months  or  a  year,   jlt  each  with  the  right  folder,  card 
or  leaflet  to  start  with,  and  sending  one  at  a  time  keep  it  tip.  When  using  The  Truth- 
Teller,  mark  the  article  you  most  wish  read.   If  you  pick  the  wrong  person,  drop  him 
and  pick  another.  Send  nothing  to  medical  opponents,  nor  to  any  opponents  when  you 
know  them.  Nothing  is  gained  ty  irritating  the  enemy  in  private.  Our  purpbse  is  to 
arouse  our  friends  and  move  them  to  action.  The  country  is  full  of  them. 

If  you  have  any  organizing  instinct,  enlist  others  in  the  work  you  are  doing  as 
fast  as  they  come  to  light.  Posting  the  sticker  and  scattering  aroiond  "Attention, 
Citizens"  ALWAYS  "bring  inquiries  to  this  office.  Let  this  office  know  of  your  work 
and  we  will  send  you  the  names  as  fast  as  they  turn  up.   Furthermore  if  you  are  dili- 
gent your  turning  of  the  thought  of  people  in  this  direction  will  cause  them  to  talk 
ahout  It  and  there  is  another  opening  for  you.   It  is  a  mistake  to  try  to  convert 
friends  ty  arguing  with  them.  If  you  want  to  hring  them  to  your  view  on  this  subject, 
when  an  opening  offers  state  your  position  and  do  it  vigorously.   If  they  disagree, 
drop  the  subject,  and  do  not  return  to  it  unless  they  do.  Put  something  mild  in 
their  way  to  read,  or  else  something  telling  of  a  specially  atrocious  performance  of 
medical  health  officers.  Do  not  nag  or  pester  them.  They  will  ALWAYS  come  over  when 
they  see  the  facts  clearly.  And  when  they  do,  forget  that  you  had  anything  to  do 
with  their  change  of  heart. 

Local  conditions  will  tell  you  when  a  public  meeting  can  be  held  with  success.  Do 
not  attempt  one  until  you  can  expect  a  fair-sized  crowd. 

When  you  have  picked  up  five  or  more  members  to  the  League,  it  is  a  good  idea  to 
organize  a  Leagre  Committee  and  continue  and  extend  the  agitation  lontil  you  have 
enough  for  a  promising  Chapter.  A  Chapter  may  be  formed  with  as  few  as  ten  members, 
but  unless  there  is  a  dependable  group  to  attend  meetings  it  is  better  to  enroll  from 
30  to  50  before  organizing.

Reforms  in  Medical  Ethics  and  Methods  Demanded 

by  the  Former  President  of  the 

Ohio  Medical  Society

Several  questions  of  interest  to  laymen  as  well  as  to  mem- 
bers of  the  medieal  profession  were  candidly  dealt  with  by 
Dr.  J.  F.  Baldwin.  A.M..  M.D.,  F.A.C.S..  of  Columbus.  Ohio, 
before  the  Ohio  Medieal  Society  at  the  close  of  his  three  years' 
term  as  president  of  that  society. 

Dr.  Baldwin  has  attained  an  eminence  in  his  profession 
which  made  his  comments  momentous,  he  Ijeing  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  to  Grant  Hospital,  Consulting  Surgeon  to  Children's 
Hospital,  Fellow  of  the  American  Association  of  Obstetricians, 
Gvnecologists  and  .\bdominal  Surgeons,  and  retiring  president 
of  his  own  State  Medical  Association. 

The  address  in  question  was  delivered  in  June.  1920,  but 
was  not  published  until  last  autumn. 

By  way  of  introduction  to  his  address.  Dr.  Baldwin  says: 
"I  was  probably  the  only  president  of  that  association  who 
did  not  want  the  position;  and  I  accepted  the  nomination  only 
when  it  was  put  up  to  me  in  1917,  as  a  patriotic  duty  because 
of  our  entry  into  the  World  War.  1  had  three  years  for  the 
preparation  of  my  address,  and'I  early  decided  that  it  should 
not  consist  of  glittering  generalities,  platitudes  and  bromides, 
which  usually  characterize  such  addresses.  1  wished  it  to  con- 
tain strong  meat  for  men,  not  milk  and  water  for  babes. ' 

"Anesthesia  FATiuxiEs" 
Under  the  sub-title  "Anesthesia  Fatalities,"  the  doctor  says: 
"In  this  day  of  multiplicity  of  hospitals  and  va.st  increase  in 
surgical  operations,  the  subject  of  anesthesia  becomes  one  of 
very  great  importance,  and  one  which  should  be  discussed 
frankly  and  honestly,  since  we  all  have  a  common  object  in 
using  that  anesthetic  agent  which  is  on  the  whole  safest  and 
best.  If  one  agent  is  better  for  one  class  of  operations,  and 
another  for  another  class,  the  exact  facts  should  be  known, 
that  a  proper  selection  may  be  made.  For  several  years  past 
we  have  been  hearing  much  about  the  advantages  of  nitrous 
oxide  when  combined  with  o.xygen.  Unfortunately,  however, 
there  has  been  a  significant  and  alarming  absence  of  candor 
in  the  presentation  of  the  claims  of  this  agent,  since  with  sig- 
nificant unanimity  those  who  administer  it  are  lailirig  lo  report 
their  fatalities. 

Teter.  of  Cleveland,  in  a  personal  communication,  informed 

me  some  years  ago  that  he  knew  of  twenty-si-x  fatalities,  none 

of  which  had  been  reported;  and  1  have  learned  of  a  number 

of  fatalities  in  Cleveland  since  the  time  he  made  that  ronuuuni- 

•  cation — but  I  have  seen  no  reports  of  those  deaths.     Gwalh- 


mey,  of  iVew  York,  in  a  personal  communication,  told  me  that 
iie  knew  of  frcjm  twenty  to  forty  deaths,  none  of  whicli  had 
been  reported.  Dr.  Morgan,  of  Chicago,  assured  me  some 
months  ago  that  he  did  not  think  there  was  a  general  hospital 
in  that  city  that  had  not  had  one  or  more  fatalites,  but  none  of 
them  reported.  He  told  me  that,  at  a  convention  of  anesthe- 
tists, he  urged  them  to  report  their  fatalities,  but  his  suggestion 
fell  on  deaf  cars.  Personally,  1  reported  some  time  ago  more 
than  a  dozen  deaths  which  had  occurred  in  Columbus,  the 
death  rate  being  about  one  to  every  100  administrations.  That 
report  practically  put  an  end  to  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide  in 
general  surgery  in  Columbus;  but  I  have  learned  of  one  fatal- 
ity since. 

You  probably  all  look  upon  The  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  as  an  open  forum  for  the  discussion  of 
all  matters  of  professional  interest,  but  you  will  look  in  vain 
through  its  columns  for  adverse  reports  on  the  subject  of 
nitrous-oxide-oxygen,  or  for  papers  condenming  in  any  way 
its  use. 

Very  recently  it  was  announced  that  there  is  to  be  organized 
in  the  near  future,  a  'National  Anesthesia  Research  Society.' 
The  objects  of  the  organization  are  stated  under  ten  heads,  but 
I  would  suggest  that  the  most  important  object  of  this  society, 
but  one  not  e\en  referred  to  in  these  ten  heads,  should  be  the 
collection  and  publication  of  all  anesthesia  fatalities. 

What  is  the  death  rate  of  spinal  anesthesia?  Of  colonic 
anesthesia?  Of  nitrous-oxide-oxygen  anesthesia?  If  this  soci- 
ety is  to  be  formed  let  it  come  with  a  complete  record.  Let  us 
have  an  honest  and  full  report  of  all  fatalities." 

The  doctor  is  unquestionably  right.  At  the  same  time,  li:t  us 
have  an  honest  and  full  report  of  all  fatalities  resulting  from 
vaccinations,  the  Schick  test  and  toxin-antitoxin  inoculations, 
and  other  risky  medieal  experiments. 

"Placebos  or  Ca.moltlage" 

In  the  portion  of  his  address  dealing  with  schools  of  healing, 
which  he  referred  to  as  "cults,"  Dr.  Baldwin  had  this  to  say: 

"It  would  be  well.  I  think,  for  the  profession  to  carefully 
-ludv  the  situation  to  see  what  are  the  reasons  for  this  undesir- 
nlile  condition;  perhaps  there  is  a  beam  in  our  own  eye  which 
shouki  be  removed  before  we  luidcrtake  to  remove  the  mcjte 
from  the  eye  of  another. 

\  few  vears  ago  1  saw  a  patient  late  at  night  in  r'onsultation 
uith  three  of  our  best  physicians,  two  of  whom  had  been  treat-

Have  We  A  Medical  Trust? 


From  a  remarkably  discerning  and 
hugely  entertaining  article  by  V.  M. 
Taylor,  M.  D.,  Springfield,  111.,  en- 
titled "Have  We  a  Medical  Trust?" 
in  the  North  American  Journal  of 
Homeopathy  for  February,  1921,  the 
following  extracts  and  abstracts  are 
presented : — 

"Briefly  defined,  a  trust  is  an  in- 
dustrial combination,  not  within  it- 
self a  legal  or  natural  monopoly,  but 
has  thrown  oif  the  restraint  of  compe- 
tition by  absorbing,  overawing  or 
crushing  its  legitimate  competitors."

"If  it  is  as  difficult  as  that  to  im- 
press on  the  public  the  facts  con- 
cerning a  trust  as  obvious  and  tang- 
ible as  the  Oil  Trust,  evidently  vis- 
ualizing a  medical  trust  that  is  made 
up  of  aliases  and  camouflage  would 
necessarily  be  mostly  a  matter  .of 
metaphors,  or  evidence  more  circum- 
stantial than  direct. 

"  'National  Association  for  the  Re- 
lief and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis, 
and  for  educational  work  along  the 
lines  of  prevention.'  This  captivating 
title  has  euphony  enough  to  convey 
the  impression  that  it  is  a  blend  of  all 
the  good  inherent  in  philanthropy, 
benevolence  and  humanitarianism.  A 
brief  encyclopedia  notice  of  this   as- 


sociation says,  It  has  sixty  directors! 
one-third  of  whom  are  laymen.  (Ou^ 
italics.)

"To  anyone  interested  in  visualiz- 
ing and  finding  a  definite  head  of  the 
medical  trust,  I  want  to  suggest  that

tional work  along  the  lines  of  preven- 
tion.' 

"Some  very  eminent  citizens  are 
found  among  its  lay  directors,  but 
they  probably  serve  no  other  purpose 
than  windshields  or  catspaws. 

"This  association  says  in  a  recent 
annual  report,  that  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding it  had  collected  and  disbursed 
in  its  pretended  two-fold  work  of 
relieving  the  tubercular  and  educat- 
ing the  public  along  the  lines  of  pre- 
vention, twenty-five  million  dollars. 

"The  purpose  of  this  association  be- 
ing ostensibly  to  treat  and  deal  with 
existing  tubercular  cases,  and  educate 
the  public  in  the  means  of  preven- 
tion, makes  it  evident  that  forty  med- 
ical men  on  the  board  of  directors, 
out  of  a  total  of  sixty,  would  form- 
ulate the  policies  and  the  ends  to  be 
obtained,  while  the  twenty  laymen 
are  so  much  filigree  for  camouflaging 
purposes.
